A MUKDUKOOS ASSAULT OP A HUSBAND UPON A WIFE. 


The most aggravated case on yesterday's calendar 


was a charge of felonious assault, preferred by 
Bridget Smith against a man who, above all others, 
should have protected her from Harm. Thomas 
Smith, tier husband, when placed <it the bar, pleaded 
guilty to tue main charge. It appears that on the 
8th of December officer Maner, of the Thirteenth 
precinct, heard a cry or "Murder I" proceed from 
the house No. 25 Willett street, about six o'clock on 
the evening In question, and upon entering found 
the woman stabbed in the head with a Knife. She 
toU the oflicer at the time that her husband stabbed 
her, whereupon he took Mm Into custody. Thevi> 
tim of this liendisii assault was called upon the 
stand, and told ths circumstances to the Judge, at 
the same time exhibiting a table knife, -which'the 
brutal husband had plunged Into her forehead, ac- 
tuiilly breaking the handle of it by the lorce which 
was used, and inftictin? such a serious wound that 
It seemed miraculous that instant death did not 
follow. 


Judge Bedford, in, -passing pentence, said:— 
"Smiiu, this poor, defenceless woman says that for 
pome time you have been threatening to take her 
life, and that on rue day in question YOU pu:n~ed 
the knife here produced into her head" to the very 
hilt. How she survived the injury 1 do not know 
She asted me, to use her language, for God's sake 
to put you oat or the way, lor If jon got free her 
lile would be imperilled. You look like a regular 
ruffian, and I shall send you to the Stale frison for 
ten ^ ears." 


Smith was a hideous, brutal-loosing fellow, and 
had it not been for me direct interposition of Provi- 
dence he would have expiated his crime nnon the 
gallows, lillrs. Smitnuad not survived the awful 
gash made In her head, Judge Bedford would have 
been called upon to pass sentence of death m obe- 
dience to a verdict cl nmrfler in the first denree 
•which a jnry would have rendered, as they did in 
the ca=cs or Tliuinas and Sullivan, without leavin" 
their seats.

It may *oe remarked 
as something sinsrnlar that the apparent convulsion 
and embarrassment of this great interest is viewed 
with the greatest complacency bv mine owners and 
laborers. In short, it Is a state of things wrnca ap- 
pears to give the greatest satisfaction to ail the 
parties concerned, except the poor consumers, who 
are at the mercy of tnose who produce the black 
diamonds: the owners will reap a rich harvest in the 
present ana the miners have prosp ectlve benefits m 
a certain increase of wages.
